100 years ago 


IT WAS ON Feb. 1, 1856, that the Ala- 


bama Legislature—over the governor’s 
veto—issued a charter for a new Meth- 
Odist college in Auburn. This school 
Opened its doors in 1859 as the East Ala- 
bama Male College 

Earlier, the Methodists had split over 
the issue of where to locate the new 
School. Greensboro as well as Auburn 
made a determined bid. 

The Methodist Conference deeded the 
College to the State of Alabama and Au- 
burn became a land-grant college in 
1872. The Legislature changed the name 
to Alabama Polytechnic Institute in 
1899. 


A Centennial committee, headed by 
Charlies W. Edwards, '20, API Reg- 
istrar, was appointed earlier this year 
to work out plans for an appropriate 
Observance of the 100th anniversary 
of the college’s chartering.

After the class adopted the project, 
numerous conferences were held with 
buildings and grounds department offi- 
cials to work out plans. 

Fraternity skit nights were staged 

In December, 1941, to raise funds for 

the pool. U. S. entrance into World 

War II forced indefinite postponement 

of the plans. The class then invested 

its money in U. S. War Bonds in the 
name of the college. 

A bronze plaque will recognize the 
role of the Class of 1942 in planning 
the garden. The funds will be used to 
build the pool.

Bill Streit Donates 


Sports Collection 
To Auburn Library 


CHARLES WILLIAM (BILL) STREIT, 
’07, has given his extensive collection of 
books on sports to the API Library. 

The Streit collection includes many 
volumes on football. Mr. Streit assem- 
bled the books during more than 40 
years as an official, coach and leader 
in Southern athletics. 

Clyde H. Cantrell, director of libraries 
at Auburn, said the collection will round 
out the library’s holdings in most sports. 
“The publications on the Olympics are 
especially valuable,’ he added. 

Bill Streit was a three-letter man at 
basketball and 
track, He returned to API in 1911 as 
assistant to his former coach, Mike 
Donahue, He has been a member of 
the U, S. Olympic. Games Executive 
Committee six: times. 

During 32 years aS'a football Official, 
Bill Streit worked 625 games. He has 
been active in Southern amateur track 
and traditionally serves as time keeper 
at the SEC meets in Birmingham each 
spring. 

Mr. Streit has been third district 
NCAA representative on the honors 
court of the National Football Hall of 
Fame for the past five years. 

The Birmingham businessman joined 
Southern Cement Co. in 1916. He is now 
president and general manager of the 
firm. 

Mr. Streit will spend three months in 
Australia for the 1956 Olympics. On his 
return-to the United States in January, 
Ke will attend a meeting of the honor 
court of the National Football Hall of 
Fame in St. Louis, Mo.

J. D. Walker, ‘03, Gives 
Library Rare Books, 
Some First Editions 


AN ENGINEER “with a love of books” 
has donated a significant collection of 
first editions to the API Library. 

He is Joseph Darrah Walker, ’03, a 
civil engineer in New Orleans. Mr. 
Walker is a native of Newberne. Since 
his graduation from API, he has made 
his home in New Orleans. He is regis- 
tered No. 68, professional engineer in 
civil engineering in the State of Louisi- 
ana. Mr. Walker is associated with 
Lang Co., contracters. 

The gift collection ranges from a 
medieval Biblical manuscript to mod- 
ern literature. An edition of -Hake- 
well’s “Italy,” published in 1818, con- 
tains India proof etchings, several of 
which were not included in other 
copies. “Parnassus on Wheels,” now a 
very rare book, is signed by author 
Christopher Morley. 

Others in the collection include first 
editions of Scott’s “Ivanhoe”, Mark 
Twain’s “Huckleberry Finn,’ Doyle's 
“Sherlock Holmes”, Stevenson’s “Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” Wallace’s “Ben- 
Hur,” and Lafcadio Hearn’s ‘The 
Prince of Abyssinia.” 

The manuscript of the “Book of 
Isaiah” is done by hand on vellum, with 
handsome. illuminated initial letters in 
full color. This is the Library’s only 
book from the era before the invention 
of the printing press. 

Clyde H. Cantrell, director of API 
Libraries, said, “This is one of the finest 
collections of rare books that has ever 
been given to the Library.”

A CAPACITY crowd of 44,000 in Birm- 
ingham’s Legion Field saw the Auburn 
Tigers fumble away any chance for vic- 
tory over the Tennessee Vols as the 
War Eaglers lost the ball four times 
Within their own twenty. 

All-America Tailback Johnny Majors 
earned the title of “SEC Back of thé 
Week” as he turned the Auburn mis- 
cues into Tennessee touchdowns, gain- 
ing 166 yards running and _ passing, 
scoring once himself, and throwing twe 
TD passe: - 

Majors had plenty of help from Ten- 
hessee standouts End Buddy Cruze, 
Tackles John Gordy and Charles Rader. 
Guard Bruce Burnham, and Fullback 
Tommy Bronson. And his substitute at 
tailback, Al Carter, did a fine job, too. 

A Majors-Cruze pass led to the first 

quarter score with Majors hurdling the 
line for the final yard. Late in the sec- 
ond quarter, Tennessee struck quickly 
for two more six-pointers, the first 
coming on a fourth-dow n-and-one sit- 
uation with Majors crossing up the Tig- 
ers’ defense by throwing 34 yards to 
Cruze for a touchdown. 
With twenty-six seconds remaining 
In the first half. Majors once again took 
to the air, throwing a T-yard scoring 
aerial to End Edd Cantrell. The Vols 
ad gotten in scoring position as Gordy 
ad grabbed another.

AN IMPROVING Furman Purple Hur- 
ricane invaded the Plains and held the 
Auburn Tigers to a 13-0 lead at half- 
time, but the Plainsmen’s flock of top- 
notch breakaway runners broke loose 
in the second half for a 41-0 victory. 

All told, Coach Ralph Jordan’s forces 
rolled up 587 yards, 524 of them on the 
ground, against the South Carolinians.

SEC Resolution On Recruiting 


RESOLUTIONS CONCERNING the re- 
cruitment of high school students as 
college athletes were adopted by the 
Southeastern Conference at -a meeting 
in January, 1956. College representatives 
attending the meeting included presi- 
dents, athletic directors, coaches and 
members of faculty athletic committees. 

The Alumnews reprints the resolu- 
tions below: 


“Be It Resolved That, 


“(1) On behalf of youth and the 
cause of intercollegiate athletics we ask 
all friends to cooperate with us. We 
specifically request that no alumnus or 
friends give any financial aid or other 
reward of value directly or indirectly 
to any athlete or any. members of his 
family. Under Southeastern Conference 
and NCAA rules financial assistance 
can be offered only by a member insti- 
tution through its regular scholarship 
committee. 


“(2) Anyone who gives financial as- 
sistance, not permitted by rules, to ath- 
letes is contributing to the degradation 
of youth and to the disparagement of 
the good reputation of his institution. 
In the violation of rules which his in- 
sitution is honor bound to obey and in 
corrupting youth, he does not represent 
his institution, but his institution: is 
responsible .to the Conference for his 
conduct. We challenge all to cooperate 
with our institutions in the exercise of 
their inescapable duty to maintain the 
highest ideals and unquestionable integ- 
rity for the proper development of 
youth. 


“(3) We appeal to all who are inte- 
rested in intercollegiate athletes and 
in helping to protect the integrity of 
our educational institutions to ecooper- 
ate with us in-our sinceré efforts to 
preserve honest and wholesome -ath- 
létics; to be outspoken in condemnation 
of the violation of rules; and to coope- 


rate fully with the Commissioner of 
the Conference in his investigation of 
alleged violations or rules. 


“(4) We call upon all friends of in- 
tercollegiate athletics to use their 
strong influence in the cause of honesty 
and fair dealing and to refrain’ from 
repeating wild rumors about financial 
aid to athletes. Groundless rumors have 
frequently been embarrassing to the 
boy and the institution concerned. 
Known violations of rules should be 
condemned and exposed, but wild ru- 
mors- about. violations. should be as 
positively discouraged. 


“(5) In the recruitment of athletes 


we are committed to the policy of not. 


interfering with the studies of «high 
school students. We commend the splen- 
did efforts of Commissioner B. H. Moore 
along this line and his efforts toward 
procuring the cooperation of. coaches 


and athletic directors in the mainfen-~ 


ance of high standards of athletic ¢om= 
petition. 


(6) College coaches and athletic di- 
rectors are educators of boys and not 
just sports technicians. It is, therefore, 
their responsibility to conduct their 
respective programs in accordance with 


the mandates of rules and of the high-— 


est principles. They can help to pro- 
mote the coaching profession to a high- 
er level of educational relevance. 


“¢€7) All alumni who participate in 
the recruitment of athletes or other 
students should observe the highest 
ethical standards. They should advo- 
cate their own institutions and careftilly 
avoid criticisms of other institutions, 
The latter kind of activity is profes- 
sionally unsound and> unethical and, 
therefore, should not be tolerated. Sure- 
ly competition among educational> in= 
stitutions should not be on’ a lower 
ethical plane than that maintained in 
business and professions.”

Died: Maj. Gen. Robert Ernest Noble, 
85, world authority on mass sanitation 


_ who helped wipe out yellow fever dur- 


ing the building of the Panama Canal, 
in Anniston Sept. 18: He had been in 
declining health for several months. A 
native of Rome, Ga., Bob Noble entered 
Alabama A. and M. College at Auburn 
in 1887. He was a member of Phi Delta 
Theta fraternity. After earning his B. S. 
degree from Auburn in 1890, he remain- 
ed on the Plains to receive his master’s 
degree the next year. He served as 
assistant state chemist and instructor in 
chemistry at Auburn from 1893-95. 


Upon leaving the Auburn faculty, he 
enrolled at Columbia University’s medi- 
cal school, where he earned his M. D. 
degree in 1899. Dr. Noble entered the 
Army Medical Corps as a first lieuten- 
ant in 1901. He was an honor graduate 
of the Army Medical College in 1904, 
In 1905 he married Ella Lupton, daught- 
er of a former chemiistry professor at 
Auburn. Gen. and Mrs. Noble celebrated 
their 50th wedding anniversary in 1955. 

His best known work was with yel- 
low fever in the Isthmus of Panama, 
but Dr. Noble fought the mosquito- 
borne disease in the Philippines, Puerto 


Rico, Ecuador and (after his Army re-. 


tirement on a Rockefeller Commission) 
Africa. He received the Distinguished 
Service Medal from the U.S. Govern- 
ment and the French Legion of Honor 
for recruiting doctors for the Army and 
for his own overseas service in World 
War I. At the time he retired in 1925, 
Gen. Noble was assistant surgeon gen- 
eral of the Army Medical Corps. 


Gen. Noble was president of the Au- 

burn Alumni Association from 1928-30. 
He served as president of the Chocco- 
loceco (Northeast Alabama) Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America for 23 years, 
winning the Silver Beaver (state) and 
Silver ‘Antelope (regional) awards for 
service to Scouting. He was also a mem- 
ber of the hospital board, Episcopal 
‘Church, Rotary Club and Was active in 
educational and civic projects in Anni- 
ston. One of his hobbies was studying 
the early history of Anniston, which his 
father founded, 
_ Gen. Noble was honored by his alma 
mater in 1955, when he was presented 
the A. S, Sullivan alumni award at -the 
June commencement. 

Survivors include Mrs. Ella Lupton 
Noble; one brother, Frank Noble, Wood- 
land Hills, Calif.; and one sister, Mrs. 
Eloise Parker, Anniston.

Died: Dr. Benjamin Minge Duggar, 
MS, 84-year-old scientist who discover- 
ed aureomycin after he retired from 
college teaching, in New Haven, Conn., 
Sept. 10. Dr. Duggar, of Pearl River, 
N. Y., was visiting a daughter in Con- 
necticut when he became ill. He was a 
native of Gallion in Hale County and 
was graduated from Mississippi State 
College in 1891. The next year he came 
to Auburn to earn a master’s degrée in 
chemistry. He was assistant director of 
the agricultural experiment station near 
Uniontown before continuing his educa- 
tion. He earned his Ph. D. degree in 
mycology and plant physiology at Cor- 
nell University in 1898. He also studied 
in Europe for several. years. 

Dr. Duggar was a botanist and plant 
pathologist. His special fields included 
the physiology of the potato and mush- 
room growing. He was the author of 
Several books, including the first 
American text on plant pathology. Dr. 
Duggar had served as national presi- 
dent of several botanical and physio- 
logical associations and was a member 
of many scientific organizations. 

During almost 50 years as a college 
teacher, Dr. Duggar served on the fac- 
ulties of Cornell, University of Missouri, 
Washington University and the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. In 1943 he retired 
as professor of physiology and economic 
botany at Wisconsin, a position he had 
held since 1927, 

At 71, he began a new career with 
Lederle Laboratories, a Division of 
American Cyanamid Co., at Pearl River. 
Dr. Duggar’s research in the field of 
antibiotics brought him world renown. 
He and a team of scientists working 
with him tested 600 soil samples before 
discovering a golden mold they named 
aureomycin. This “wonder drug” was 
first marketed in 1948, after exhaustive 
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testing. Dr. Duggar continued his re- 
search, often working in his laboratory 
seven days a week. 

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Elsie 
Rist Duggar, Pearl River; four daugh- 
ters and two sons. 

Dr. Duggar was the brother of the 
late John Frederick Duggar, former di- 
rector of the API Experiment Station 
and Extension Service. Dr. J. F. Duggar 
was a faculty member at Auburn from 
1895 until his death in 1945,

Hugh Tamplin Dies 
After Heart Attack 


LEONARD HUGH TAMPLIN, who 
served three generations of Auburn 
alumni from behind the counter at 


Toomer Drug Store, died of a heart at- 
tack Sept. 28. He was stricken while at 
work and died at the Lee County Hose 
pital a few hours later. 

He was widely known as “Mr, 
Hugh.” Among his friends were the 
majority of Auburn students in each 
class, Townspeople said he could call 
as many alumni by name as anyone in 
the “loveliest village.” 

Mr. Tamplin was 66. He was born 
on a farm near Auburn. As a small boy 
he moved to town, where he attended 
elementary and high school. In 1908, 
when he was 18, he joined Sheldon 
(Shell) Toomer, ’93, in the drug store 
on. Toomer’s Corner. Mr. Tamplin had 
worked there without interruption for 
48 years.

Takes Key Role 
In Rescue At Sea 


WITH FIRST LT. Harry E. Watlington, 
53, as navigator, an SA-16 Albatross 
from Manston, England, recently saved 
13 Air Force officers and airmen after 
their life rafts had drifted in the English 
Channel for approximately 10 hours. 


The men on the life rafts were under- 
going survival training near the French 
coast, when they drifted out under ad- 
verse weather conditions, 


The Albatross from the 66th Air Res- 
cue Squadron at Royal Air Force Sta- 
tion in Manston was dispatched to 
search for the survivors. On the French 
coast, the plane located the ground 
party which had last seen the missing 
men. As the aircraft circled, the men 
on the ground wrote several signals~in 
the sand. Beneath the phrase, “13 men,” 
were arrows pointing in the direction in 
which the raft had drifted. 

-Lt. Watlington used the arrows to set 
his course, The SA-16 located the first 

raft two hours and

leaving its 
station. The water 
was rough, dusk 
was falling and vis- 
ibility was down to 
half a mile. Never- 
theless, the _ pilot 
made an open sea 
landing 150 yards 
from the raft. 

After taking the 

Lt. Watlington survivors aboard, 
the crew found the second raft 25 min- 
utes later. - 

With 13 new passengers, the heavily 
loaded plane was unable to take off 
again. The pilot taxied the Albatross 12 
miles to Le Havre, France, where the 
crew and survivors spent the night.
